DETROIT, Jan, 31 (AP)—Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation and the 
CIO United Auto Workers today 
continued their negotiations in the 
72-day-old automobile strike after 
interim “missionary. work” by 
Government Mediator.

As General ‘Motors and union 
representatives prepared for to- 
day’s meeting, they faced both 
wage and maintenance-of-mem-

Wages — General Motors said 
it had “nothing further” to 
offer in addition to its 13%-cent

NUERNBERG, Jan. 31 (AP)—A 
German officer used a group of 
unarmed American prisoners of 
war for target practice before the 
cold-blooded execution of 129 cap- 
tured soldiers during the battle of 
the Bulge last winter, the Interna- 
tional Military tribunal was told 
today. 

The French prosecution intro- 
duced a statement by Belgian 
civilians describing the massacre, 
which occurred at a crossroads 
near Saint Vith Dec. 12, 1944. 

The Americans, defending the 
crossroads against a Nazi offens- 
ive, took to the ditches as German 
tanks approached. The tanks fired 
into the ditches until the Ameri- 
cans threw down their guns and 
raised their hands in surrender, 
the statement said. They were led 
to a field a short distance away, 
where the Germans searched each 
man, taking watches, rings and 
other personal effects. 

Pistol Used First on Men. 

A German armored vehicle was 
rolled up and its guns trained on

He asserted that another Ger- 
man experiment in which a poi- 
soned bullet was fired into a pris- 
oner’s leg so that his slow death 
might be observed could not be 
matched except’ among “savage 
tribes.”

Total Is in Addition to 
750,000 Steel Workers 


Gains Momentum. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. Jan. 3 
(AP)—The spreading effect of the 
nation-wide steel strike on related 
industries gained momentum to- 
day. More than 10,000 workers 
were laid off, making a total of 
54,000 idle in plants crippled by 
the shortage of steel. Approxi- 
mately 750,000 CIO United Steel 
Workers are out 
now in its eleventh day. 

The Ford Rouge plant at De- 
troit laid off 5000 assembly line 
workers on its morning shift to- 
day. This was in addition to 15,- 
000 sent home last Friday. The 
Rouge plant still has 50,000 work- 
ers, but only a few of these are 


on assembly. 

The Oliver Corp., makers of

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 31— 
Attorney General J. E. Taylor of 
Missouri, sent a letter to the Judi- 
ciary Committee of the United 
State Senate today. It declared he 
was “inalterably opposed” to pas- 
sage of legislation now before 
Congress, renouncing federa] 
rights to oil-rich coastal tidelands, 
before the United States Supreme 
Court could decide a pending suit 
to determine legal 
the tidelands. 

Taylor sent the letter, formally 
stating his position as Attorney 
General of Missouri, to Senator 
Pat McCarran, chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, which will 


begin hearings on the quitclaim | 


measure Feb. 5. 
by Taylor to other members of the 
committee. The legislation was 


passed by the House last Septem- 
ber. 
Ownership Only Question. 

Taylor, who signed the brief 
with attorneys general of other 
states on the plea of backers of 
the bill that vital states’ rights 
were involved, said the only con- 
troversy now existing between the 
Federal wovernment ard the 
states was in regard to tne own- 
ership of the tidelands, and that 
the question of ownership was 
strictly a legal one, 

Supporters of the measure, led 
by Attorney General Robert W. 
Kenny of California, and backed 
by a powerful oil lobby, have been 
making an intensive drive for its 
passage by Congress before the 
Supreme Court decides the test 
case, 

“If Congress attempts to pass 
upon the legal questions involved 
and enacts the proposed resolu- 
tion,” Taylor wrote to McCarran, 
“it would have the effect of fore- 
closing the constitutional jurisdic- 
tion of the Supreme Court in the 
instant case. 

Dangerous Precedent. 

“This, in my opinion, would be 
an encroachment by Congress on 
the constitutional powers of the 
Supreme Court. It would also set 
a dangerous precedent. 

“If Congress can deprive the 
Supreme Court of its jurisdiction 
in the present case by legislation, 
it can do the same in any other 
case. Such a procedure is con- 
trary to the fundamental con- 
cepts of our form of government.” 

The pending suit, filed on be- 
half of the Federal Government 
and asserting federal ownership 
of the coastal tidelands contain- 
ing billions of dollars worth of 
oil, is directed against the State 
of California, which claims title 
to coastal tidelands adjoining that 
state. 

“If the Supreme Court {s not 
prohibited from deciding the case 
new properly pending before it, 
and its decision is in favor of the 
State of California,” Taylor con- 
tinued, “then all legal questions 
involved in the proposed resolu- 
tion will have been determined by 
decisiona of the Supreme Court, 
and it occurs to me that there 
will still be time to enact the pro- 
posed resolution, although under 
such circumstances I doubt the 
necessity of doing so. 

“However, if the decision of the 
Supreme Court should uphold the 
cleim of the Federal Government, 
it is unthinkable that Congress 
would evem consider deeding to 
the states, or anyone else, val- 
wable lands containing rich oil 
deposits which are so vital to this 
nation in time of war.” 

Had Signed Supporting Brief. 


Taylor pointed out that he 
authorized the signing of his 
mame to the brief supporting the 
quitclaim resolution, at a time 
when the resolution was pending 
in the House of Congress. 

Since that time, he said, the 
United States Attorney General, 
Tom Clark, at the direction of 
President Truman, has filed the 
suit in the United States Supreme 
Court, claiming that the United 
States is the owner in fee simple 
of the lands, minerals and other 
things of value underlying the 
Pacific Ocean, lying seaward of 
the ordinary low-water mark on 
the coast of California, outside of 
the inland waters of the state, 
and extending seaward three 
nautical miles. 


Referring to claims of backers 
of the legislation that if the Fed- 
eral Government’s contentions 
were upheld, it would affect the 
rights of the various states to 
lands’ under navigable streams, 
Jakes, bays and harbors, Taylor 
said it was now apparent that 
the Federal Government was not 
claiming lands under lakes, rivers, 
bays and harfiors. He said this 
was shown in statements of in- 
terested federal officials, the mo- 
tion for leave to file complaint gn 
the United States Supreme Court, 
and the complaint itself. 


“There ig, therefore, no reason 
at this time for Congress to quit- 
claim any right to lands beneath 
navigable streams, lakes, bays, 
harbors, or lands between high 
tide and low tide,” Taylor said, 
“or any other lands within the 
physical confines of the various 
states, since title to such lands is 
mot disputed.” 
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TRAFFIC PLANS 


Urges, However, That 
None Be Adopted, Say- 
ing That Streetcars 
Would Be Retarded. 


Three plans for’ establishing 
one-way traffic on downtown east- 
west streets were 
the Mayor’s Traffic Committee by 
the Public Service Co. today with 
a recommendation, however, that 


none be adopted, on the ground 
that the change would retard 
streetcar traffic and inconvenience 
patrons, 

The committee, after a study of 
the transit company’s report at 
its session today, was unconvinced 
and voted to pursue the one-way 
traffic idea further. City officials 
were requested to confer with 
Claude M. Gray, Public Service Co, 
operating manager, in an effort to 
work out some feasible plan for 
one-way traffic on at least two 
streets. 

The company’s principal objec- 
tion to one-way operation on any 
or all of the four streets suggested 
—Locust, Olive, Pine and Chestnut 
—was that it would interfere with 
the comprehensive rerouting plan 
for street cars and busses which 
the company submitted to the City 
Pian Commission a week ago. A 
large number of awkward left 
turns at Twelfth boulevard also 
would be required, the report 
pointed out. 

One-way traffic as far west as 
Grand boulevard, if necessary, 
should be considered, the commit- 
tee told Gray and the city of- 
ficials. Previous studies have been 


‘ limited to the area east of Twelfth. 


The three plans submitted by 
the company today called for one- 
way traffic as followas: (1) Locust 
and Chestnut streets, westbound, 
and Olive and Pine streets, east- 
bound; (2) Olive street, eastbound, 
and Pine street, westbound, and 
(3) Pine street, westbound, and 
Chestnut street, eastbound. 

The third plan, the company 
said, “is considerably more desir- 
able than either of the others be- 
cause it would least disturb the 
gains, in terms of congestion re- 
lief and convenience to transit 
riders, which the company’s pro- 
posal would make possible. How- 
ever, one new track curve would 
be required at Twelfth and Olive 
and considerable’ rerouting of 
streetcars would be necesary, the 
report said.

“Workshops would be provided, 
and many firms have signified 
their willingness, in fact their eag- 
erness, to provide small assembly 
jobs and piecework to be given 
these men to do for two or more 
hours a day. It is believed that 
as these veterans progress, they 
will be able to work more and 
more hours per day, and that even- 
tually they can be fitted back into 
their own communities as self-sup- 
porting individuals, both socially 
and economically sound.” 

The new program of rehabilita- 
tion is being worked out in close 
co-operation with Dr. Howard A. 
Rusk, former St. Louis physician, 
who served as chief of the conval- 
escent services of the Army Air 
Forces and now acts as rehabilita- 
tion consultant for the Veterans’ 
Administration medical service. 

Doctors and hospital executives 
from Missouri and six other states 
are attending the meeting, a fen- 
ture of which is a conference on 
hospital problems. 

Financier and Patients. 

Too many hospitals place fi- 
nances ahead of patients, the -loss 
of humanitarian spirit frequently 
resulting in rudeness and lack of 
understanding on the part of hos- 
pital personnel, Miss Florence 
King, administrator of Jewish 
Hospital, asserted today. 

“If hospital boards and admin- 
istrators place finances ahead of 
patients, how in the name of 
common sense can we imbue our 
personnel with the idea that the 
patient always comes first?” she 
asked. ‘‘We shake our heads and 
click our tongues over the dis- 
couraging fact that many of our 
hospital personnel are not con- 
siderate of the patient, indeed, 
that frequently they are rude and 
lacking in understanding. But 
don’t they take their cue from 
the administrator? 

“If he eats, sleeps and breathes 
dollars and cents, can he expect 
his employes to have a different 
philosophy? Can the hospital ad- 
ministrator who bo.sts that, as 
soon as a patient's funds run low, 
he summons an ambulance and 
transfers him to a city institution, 
expect his employes to effervesce 
with compassion for the patient?”

Senator in Second Day of 
Announced 60- Day

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (AP)— 
S nator Bilbo of Mississippi 
nounced today that he intended to 
fight against the proposed British 
loan “until hell freezes over.” 

Bilbo turned to the proposed 
loan on the second day of his an- 


an- 


nounced goal of 60 days of filibus- 
tering talk fair em- 
ploymént practices bill. He said 
he hoped “to save the taxpayers 
about $4,400,000,000” through a fili- 
buster when the loan measure 
comes up for Senate debate. 

Speaking in an almost empty 
Senate chamber, Bilbo said that if 
Britain got the loan “then Russia 
will want six billions, France will 
want two or three billions, Belgium 
several billions and so on.” 

“I’m willing to be a cousin to 
the British, I believe in good fel- 
lowship, and I'm pro-British, but 
I'm tired of seeing Uncle Sam be a 
Santa Claus,” he said. , 

His Apartment Picketed. 

As Bilbo spoke his apartment 
building was picketed by persons 
protesting against his filibuster 
against the establishment of a per- 
manent commission to prevent 
racial and religious discrimination 
in employment. Twelve or more 
other Southern Senators are par- 
ticipating in the filibuster. 

Bilbo had to wait i2 days before 
he got his turn to start talking 
yesterday, but he promised to 
make up for lost time. 

The Southerners’ high command 
had wanted to save him for the 
all-night sessions that may be 
coming soon, but Bilbo saw his 
chance and claimed the floor when 
Senator Olin Johnston (Dem.), 
South Carolina, concluded a two- 
hour speech. 

Would Protect “White Gentiles.” 

Scorning the mild approach 
adopted by some of the speakers, 
Bilbo plunged right into the me- 
chanics of operating a Fair Em- 
ployment Practice Commission 
with power to bar 
in employment because of race, 
religion, color or national origin. 

“Isn't this a free country any 
more?” he inquired. 

“Are we going to let some little 
peckerwood come around without 
any right and go into your office 
and examine your books? It will 
lead to a riot if you do.” 

Bilbo said that the bill furnished 
no protection for the white folks— 
“the white Gentiles, that is.” He 
figured that, if je * were allocated 
in proportion to opulation, no 
business should be Bilowed to have 
more than one Negro among every 
nine employes, or more than one 
Jew among each 28. 

“T’ll insist on that amendment if 
the bill ever gets around to the 
amending stage,” he announced. 

Senator Glen Taylor (Dem.), 
Idaho, asked if he thought it ever 
would. 

“Frankly, I do not,” Bilbo re- 
plied. “I think that. in 45 or 50 
days the Sehate may be ready to 
send this bill back to committee 
for perfection.” 

60 Days Not Too Long. 

A few minutes earlier he had de- 
clared that while he didn't want 
to take up the time of the Senate 
needlessly, “60 days is not too 
long.” 

Bilbo advised his colleagues to 
take the bill home and study it. 

“What's the use of studying it if 
we,.will not be permitted to vote?”

In answer to further 
questions, now speaking in an al- 
most inaudible voice, he _ said 
Davies backed him up when he, 
Pauley, sought Government. ap- 
proval of a contract with the, Gov- 
ernment of Mexico for the con- 
struction of a refinery at Mexico 
'City. He ‘said, however, Ickes also 
supported this proposal, “and if he 
‘didn’t know that my business as- 
sociates and my company were to 
get the contract exclusively, it’s 
not my fault—I didn’t try to de- 
ceive him,” 

Pauley added that he had, in

1941. This finding was announced 
last Dec 6 as a guide for wage- 
price policies Governmental com- 


promise proposals in motors and 
steel, which were accepted by the 
unions but ré@jected by the steel 
industry and by General Motors 
Corp., struck a middle ground be- 
tween the foregoing levels. Neither 
Ford Motor Co nor Chrysler Corp. 
—which recently settled with the 
union at figures slightly below the 
governmental fact-finding board’s 
recommendation in the protracted 
General Motors strike — had

Analysis of figures compiled by 
the Post-Dispatch shows that the 
offers of pay increases made by 
the various industries (except 
electrical equipment) not only 
meet, but appreciably exceed, the 
level of 1941 straight-time wages 
augmented by 33 per cent to cover 
the rise in the cost of living For 
the electrical equipment industry, 
according to union figures, the 
best company offer falls 2 cents 
an hour short of meeting the level 
just mentioned. However, all of 
the industry offers, and also the 
settlements in the case of. Ford 
and Chrysler, fall considerably 
short of meeting the overtime war 
level of 48-hour-week pay in 1945. 

Demands and Offers 


The differentials between cur- 
rent union demands and industry 
offers vary from $1.40 a week per 
worker in steel to $8.04 in General 
Motors. These differentials are 
the essential cause of the indus- 
trie) warfare, which had involved 
1.373.000 workers in strikes until 
248.000 returned to their meat 
packing jobs after Government 
seizure. In the case of Ford, the 
settlement was negotiated over a 
differential of 80 cents a week or 
two cents an hour; the company 
went up half a cent and the union 
went down one and a/¢ alf cents. 

Although the process of Govern- 
ment “fact finding’ in wage dis- 
putes has been criticized by both 
industry and labor, it is worthy 
of note that the General Motors 
fact-finding board's report served 
incidentally to cut the differentia! 
in the Ford dispute, first from 
$7.52 to 80 cents, and then led 
finally to the settlement. Further, 
ms a result of President Truman's 
recommendation in steel the dif- 
ferential was cut from $4 to $1.40 
in the case of United States Steel. 
The union has gone back to its 
original demand on General Mo- 
tors, involving the $8.04 differen- 
tial, but there have been indica- 
tions that it might settle for ap- 
proximately the fact - finding 
board’s recommendation, involv- 
ing a $2.40 differential. 

Yesterday negotiations were re- 
fumed between General Motors 
and the union, before a _ special 
Government mediator, after a 
lapse of more than a month.

In a soberly eloquent message to Congress re- 
questing prompt approval for the $3,375,000,000 
loan to the United Kingdom, President Truman 
has, in effect, recognized the most pertinent line 
of criticism previously made against the Bretton 
Woods agreements. ) 

As expressed by such men as Leon Fraser, 
banker and diplomatist; Dean John H. Williams 
of Harvard and Allan Sproul, New York Fed- 
eral Reserve president, Bretton Woods would 
not break the “log jam” of blocked sterling bal- 
ances, nor would it solve Britain’s “special diffi- 
culties” or, without loans to follow, procure 
more than “mirage” currency stabilization. 

As formulated, the loan itself should com- 
pletely allay these reservations. As though by 
design, Mr. Truman centers his plea on pre- 
cisely the point that it is an indispensable step 
to give fuller effect and meaning to the Bretton 
Woods arrangements and to our pursuit of 
lower trade barriers. 

In ratifying Bretton Woods, the President re- 
minds Congress, gts own membership “specif- 
ically expressed its belief that additional meas- 
ures for international economic qp-operation 
would be necessary. .” That, in his ac-

The real public, the public that is be- 
ing hurt and can do nothing about it, 
4s not the estimated 15,000,000 organ- 
ized laborers and their families. It is the 
rest of us who make up this nation of 
140,000,000. 

The real American public is made up 
of those of us who individually, by our 
own ambition, ingenuity and faith in the 
svstem of free enterprise, earn a living. 
We may be white-collar workers, small 
business men, butchers, bakers, clerks, 
salesmen, laborers, farmers. We work 
as hard, yes harder, than many union 
workers because we are not collectively 
joined into a_ protective brotherhood 
which says to our employer, “You can't 
fire him because he is one of US.” 

When we, the public, need or wish an 
increase in pay to offset higher living 
costs, we approach our employer indl- 
vidually and bargain for an increase on 
our own merits. We become more effi- 
cient, we produce more, we compete 
with each other. In the event we don't 
get what we want, we go elsewhere. We 
don’t keep our fellow-men from going to 
work, and we do not parade outside our 
employer’s place of business bearing 
banners worded with lies or half-truths.

On June 30, rent ceilings expire, and

; The United Kingdom as a result of 
the war must continue for a long period 
many of its emergency wartime financial 
controls unless it obtains additional work- 
ing capital. . . . We can ill afford to wait 
for the period (five years) permitted by the 
Bretton Woods agreement for the removal 
of these hindrances to the financial and 
commercial relationships between nations. 


Why cannot we afford to wait? For this rea- 
son: If the British economic sphere, out of dire 
necessity, maintains a barter system of currency 
and trade controls for another five years, other 
nations, including our own, will find it necessary 
to impose countervailing restrictions—in other 
words, the glove of economic warfare thrown 
down and accepted. 

That would be disastrous, for such national 
policies are hard to reverse. It is in proper em- 
phasis, then, that Mr. Truman holds up Britain’s 
open covenant to liquidate her major restrictive 
practices as far more important than the ques- 
tion of loan and repayment. 

Of course, we also get the promise of repay- 
ment with interest at a reasonable rate. But 
that actually is secondary. For here, at long 
last, is the chance for the two greatest trading 
nations to attack the economic roots of war 
itself. 

We voted for peace via prosperity in extend- 
ing reciprocal trade agreements powers with re- 
duced tariffs. We voted that way again on Bret- 
ton Woods. We voted to spend—not lend—80 
times as much money as this loan to Britain in- 
volves to fight a war which happened because 
we and the world would not take the prosperity 
road to peace. We spent that monumental treas- 
ure, in real effect, on another chance to create a 
tranquil world for ourselves and our children. 

The next step, the next test, the next vote is 
now, on this proposed covenant for mutual ad- 
vantage with our erstwhile military ally. Surely, 
our people’s aspirations being for peace and 
prosperous world trade conditions and our pol- 
icy being already several steps advanced in ex- 
ecution, only one outcome is possible in Con- 
gress. 
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In the Small Borrower’s Behalf 


The issue is joined in the Missouri House on 
the hotly controversial subject of small-loan in- 
terest rates. The committee’s recommendations 
for reducing the present 30 and 36 per cent top 
rates only to 24 and 30 per cent have been chal- 
lenged, and there is every sign that the advo- 
cates of real reductions will make a strong fight 
on the floor of the House if they fail to bring 
about amendment of the bills. 

With the bankers reiterating through a spokes- 
man at the hearings that they are prepared to 
make small loans at 16 per cent simple interest, 
the committee would be stubborn indeed to cling 
to its stand that the rates should be 24 and 30 
per cent. If there is uncertainty as to the wis- 
dom of a reduction to the 16 per cent level, 
why not give the small borrower the benefit of 
the doubt? He is the figure in the case whose 
welfare should most concern the legislators, as 
it did the members of the Constitutional Con- 
vention when they ordered uniform rates for 
each class of loan, 

The small borrower, usually a low-paid worker 
in urgent need of funds because of illness or 
other emergency, has been carrying a heavy bur- 
den for many years, while the loan companies 
have made huge profits. A fight in his behalf 
in the Legislature will be applauded by the 
great majority of Missourians. 
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Housing Boldness Needed 

CPA Administrator John P. Small’s testimony 
on the housing emergency starts out to be excel- 
lent. We can surmount the problem, he said, 
“if we use the techniques we used during the 
war to expand production capacity.” It subse- 
quently develops however, that Small is still 
toying with the. notion that the Government 
need only Jend a little aid here and there—to 
wait two or three months to see what bottle- 
necks appear in the production by private indus- 
try, then to work at them piecemeal by a little 
subsidy here, a little tax-amortization privilege 
there, saving all-out efforts for use only ‘“‘as a 
last resort.” 

Small would give an industry which has failed 
to reform over the decades a chance to fail once 
more. Failure again there will surely be unless 
the industry is somehow drastically spurred to 
adopt modern mass-production methods—failure 
in point of precious time, and failure to offer 
a product within the power to pay of those who 
need it most desperately. Temporary though 
Federal intervention should be, and would be 
under the Kilgore bill for housing “revolution,” 
there is no hope of meeting the twin impera- 
tives of quickness and low cost unless the Gov- 
ernment does wade in now with both feet. 

In contrast, Housing Expediter-NHA. Director 
Wilson Wyatt has supported Senator Kilgore's 


receivership.

The Senate can 
offset this weakness by refusing to approve po- 
litical schemers, comedians and old-time buddies 
for high office. 
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What Hope for the Hound Dog? 


Something like a vision of a sad Missouri 
hound dog hurts our conscience as we write this, 
but scientific progress seems to be relegating 
the hound to Missouri's romantic past. It may 
‘even look that way to the Jefferson County Fox 
& Coon Hunters’ Association, which had 300 
hunters and 57 hounds on a wolf hunt the other 
day. The hounds cried wolf often enough, but 
no wolves appeared. 

In neighboring states, hunters are leaving their 
hounds at the hearth. Two Illinois men have 
killed 137 foxes and five wolves by using an 
airplane and a shotgun. In Kansas, sportsmen 
are flushing wolves with three planes. Instead 
of following the baying of hounds, the Kansans 
follow the directions of a loud-speaker. Such 
is progress, when a hunter’s sound equipment 
becomes electrical instead of canine. 
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The Senators who are filibustering against the 
fair employment practice bill have given a very 
good reason why protection against such racial 
injustice is needed. They exist. 
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Sure Remedy for the Lug 

The “‘lug”’ is one of the oldest and most vicious 
of political rackets. It is a levy on employment 
in the public service; in effect, a pay-off by em- 
ployes to their political overlords for the priv- 
ilege of keeping their jobs. 

Even when presented in the guise of a “‘volun- 
tary” contribution to a party chest, as Demo- 
cratic State Headquarters is now doing in the 
case of Democratic employes in State offices, 
the evil of the lug is undiminished. Every em- 
ploye affected knows on which side his bread 
is buttered, and he knows it pays to keep in the 
good graces of the party politicians. So there 
will be few who do not view the proposal to 
“contribute” as an order. 

There is only one sure remedy for the lug, and 
that, is the merit system. If there is no parti- 
sanship in hiring, there can be no forced con- 
tributions for partisan purposes, and any party 
donations by public employes will be genuinely 
voluntary. 

As it is, employes in State penal and eleemosy- 
nary institutions will go under the merit system 
when the new Constitution takes effect. Those 
in the State Highway Commission, Highway Pa- 
trol, Liquor Control Deparament, Social Security 
Commission, Unemployment Commission and 
several other agencies are already under it. 

The Legislature has power to extend the merit 
system to all other branches of State government 
whenever it likes. To abolish the vicious lug 
system, the legislators should be urged to give 
Missouri an all-over merit plan as speedily as 
possible.

A Setback to Reconversion 

The case for continued Federal control of the 
United States Employment Service through the 
reconversion period is just as good as it ever 
was, although the House has voted to return 
this essential service to the states by June 30. 
It remains true that, to cope successfully with 
the task of finding jobs for returning veterans 
and dismissed war-plant workers, one centralized 
service is far superior to 48 different and poor- 
ly co-ordinated agencies. As Mr. Truman point- 
ed out in his message of last Sept. 6, the transfer 
“would slow down the entire process of recon- 
version.” 

Industrial strife has already given reconver- 
sion a tremendous setback. Another setback 
through the dispersal of USES would cost the 
nation and its workers heavily. If the Senate 
joins the House in approving the bill, the Presi- 
dent would be justified in administering another 
veto to the measure.

Demonstrations overseas are staged by GIs who have lost sense of 
purpose, veteran says; Army and Congress must end contradictory 
policies; American people must recognize cost of guarding victory, 
if troops abroad are to be convinced of necessity of their task.

Out of the welter of charges, counter- 
charges, protests, outcries, apologies and 
explanations arising from the “mass dem- 
onstrations” of American overseas troops 
against the Army’s demobilization pro- 
gram, one consideration is emerging as 
central to the whole ruckus; that the essen- 
tial significance of this extraordinary blow- 
up may reveal itself only 10 or 20 years 
from now in the form of preparations for 
the Third World War. 


The veteran who has returned to civilian 
life and who believes, as many of us do 
believe, that this is the essential signifi- 
cance of the situation, may be pardoned for 
his feelings of gloom, despair, anger and 
helplessness. 

He has just finished fighting a bloody 
war, the chief promise of which was the 
restoration of peace. Now the veteran who 
nurtured this hope is likely to see in the 
long-term significance of this uproar a 
shattering of conviction and hope alike, 


Sense of Purpose Lost 


It may be judged from this assessment 
that many veterans are critical of the be- 
havior of their comrades still abroad. This 
is true, but only within certain narrow 
limits. 

It was difficult for combat men, even 
for men who hated the war and the Army, 
to escape some secret pride in the organ- 
ization of which they were a part, its co- 
hesiveness, its disciplined behavior under 
fire or in wearisome times, its ability to 
strike hard or to do its job ably. 

Combat men continue to think in terms 
of that pride of outfit. The deterioration 
of morale, of purpose and of discipline 
which is made manifest by the demonstra- 
tions can only be distressing to such men. 
So most of them feel that some less de- 
structive method of registering protest 
should have been adopted. 

Why, then, are most veterans critical of 
their unfortunate still-overseas brethren 
“only within certain narrow limits”? Be- 
cause they know that morale and discipline 
are lost only when purpose is lost, and be- 
cause they know that the demonstrations 
are being staged by men who very largely 
have lost all sense of purpodse. 

They have lost their sense of purpose 
because they feel they are not performing 
useful work, because the War Department 
has confused and irritated them with ridi- 
culously contradictory statements of policy, 
and because the American people them- 
selves seem to have lost their sense of 
direction. 


Protests From Many Areas 


As for the usefulness of their work, men 
in the North Atlantic Wing say, “Our mis- 
sion here was completed four months ago.” 

The Manila chapter of the American Vet- 
erans’ Committee cables, “Many of us have 
been here for two or three months as re- 
placements and have replaced no one. We 
are performing little or no duty whatso- 
ever.” 

A soldier in Adak cables, “Thousands of 
Alaskan, Aleutian soldiers rot up here with- 
out any conceivable mission.” 

Summarizing these views, an Air Forces 
Sergeant just returned from the Philip- 
pines says, ‘The Generals can say all they 
want about keeping up the tables of organ- 


) 


ization, but in my office of four officers 
and 11 enlisted men, we all knew that one 
officer and one enlisted man could do the 
work and go swimming in the afternoon.” 


As for the War Department’s statements 
of policy on demobilization: early last fall, 
Gen. Marshall said that two-year men 
would be released by late winter: on Jan. 7, 
secretary Patterson said that the War De- 
partment had under study a plan to set 
March 20 as a deadline, but that no action 
was being taken yet. 


On Dec, 27, Mr. Patterson set the date for 
redeployment of non-occupation troops 
from Europe as Feb. 28; on Jan. 5, Gen. 
McNarney set it as July 1. On Jan. 4, one 
General said 335,000 would be needed in Eu- 
rope; the next day, another General set 
the figure at 300,000. 


As for the sense of direction of the Amer- 
ican people, it is clear to many veterans 
that much of the trouble is traceable to 
the Administration’s failure to chart a con- 
sistent foreign policy, and to the Congress's 
noisy demand to bring the boys home at 
any cost—without a corresponding insist- 
ence that Selective Service provide the 
needed replacements. 


A Rush Back to Normaley 


It {s also clear to them that the root of 
these failures is the unseemly scramble of 
the mass of Americans to get back to peace. 
time pursuits without regard to America’s 
new place in the world or to the costs of 
maintaining its hard-won victory. 


Thus the people share also with their 
public servants the responsibility for mak- 
ing many already returned veterans sense 
that the seeds of the Third World War are 
being planted by our enforced and undigni- 
fied retreat from the world stage. 


That sense will grow deeper unless the 
retreat is controlled immediately by a fair, 
sensible and well-publicized demobilization 
policy, set forth by the War Department, 
supported by Congress and people, while 
serving to convince the occupation forces 
of the necessity of their tasks and the 
fairness of the system under which they 
are required to perform them,

REUNION IN MIAMI

This, 
then, is to hail the news from Florida that 
John L. Lewis has been welcomed back to 
the AFL, which he left in 1935 and did his 
best to demolish by founding the CIO. 

Brother William Green has forgiven, if 
he has not forgotten, the epithets applied 
to him by Brother Lewis during their es- 
trangement. “Pusillanimous ingrate” and 
“traitorous renegade” were among the 
mildest. Brother Green has disavowed all 
fear of “intrigue” against his leadership by 
Brother Lewis, who has taken his seat on 
the Federation's executive council as thir- 
teenth vice president. The AFL has re- 
gained 600,000 coal miners and their $9000 
monthly dues, as well as their leader.

Josephine Johnson Writes 
A Fine, Perceptive Novel

“Wildwood,”’ by Josephine Johnson. (Harper & Broth- 
ers, New York.) 

After several years of attention to short 
Stories and poetry, Josephine Johnson has 
returned to the novel with an absorbing 
Story of introversion. “Wildwood” meets 
a difficult test of novelistic competency, for 
it creates suspense and reflects a social 
climate largely from within the tortuous 
workings of one mind. 

Edith Pierre is a girl who fails to find 
affection, partly for fear of meeting rebuff. 
She had gone to Wildwood as an orphan, to 
live in the cloistered home of the elderly, 
self-contained jf not selfish Valerie and 
Matthew. Already a highly sensitive girl, 
her adolescent loneliness increases as she 
grows older. 

Except for excursions into the garden, 
there is little beauty in her life. She hopes 
to be loved at home, to be popular in 
school, to be useful to someone, but her 
shyness is twisted into panic. Her problem 
becomes “How then to meet each day?” 

. * . 

In this relatively short novel, focused 
principally on one character, Miss Johnson 
provides an enduring impression of the 
thin, ethereal life at Wildwood. There is 
the nervous Valerie, attending so carefully 
to the accepted decencies of life, and the 
pensive Matthew, impatient of interruption 
in his deliberations on ornithology and “the 
vast impersonal machine of nature.” By 
contrast, nature to Edith is intimate, and 
the garden a friend. She does not under- 
stand her foster parents, and is not undem 
stood or much considered by them. 

Within the psychological confines of the 
story, there are bold lines of social criticism. 
The world beyond Wildwood seems to be 
more vivid because it intrudes so little. 

The war—the First World War—is re 
mote to the Pierres. “Yes, there is a war, 
but you must think of more pleasant 
things.” And as Edith walks from room 
to room, attending the ailing Valerie, “across 
the world men die, but the sound of drop- 
ping medicine is louder in the spoon.” 

« * * 

The young physician, whom Edith loves 
so secretly, finds the acceptance of war 
intolerable. It is less tolerable than the 
socinl ostracism which his opinions bring 
him in the village, busy as it is with mak- 
ing bandages and sweaters. His wife, he 
discovers wryly, looks pretty in her Red 
Cross veil, works very hard, has become 
an integrated person. “The war has made 
my wife very happy.” 

To put so much into 162 pages, Miss 
Johnson wrote “Wildwood” at the rate of 
one plage a day. Yet the stylistic result 
is not one of effort. The writing shows 
spontaneity tempered by care, and vivid 
impressionism which often culminates in an 
arresting phrase. The work is a distin- 
guished successor to the Kirkwood author's 
Pulitzer Prize novel, “Now in November,”

The royal- 
ists are unquestionably the strong- 
est element in Greece today with 
at least 40 per cent support. The 
element in Greece closest to lib- 
eral American ideology is the 
democratic league called ILD., 
headed by Alexander Svolos, group- 
ing about 10 per cent. 


The British, who first aided the 
royalists, are now tardily trying 
to prevent royalist excesses. They 
givg small help to really demo- 
cratic and liberal] Greeks, possibly 
because they find them too weak. 


Despite British interference, 
royali#t X groups still dominate the 
country and, except for a few 
spots, spread terror and take hos- 
tages. They are falsifying the 
electoral lists and unless Allied 
observers check everything, the 
chances are that the royalists will 
win the elections.

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Big Time Football, With Scholarships, Favored by St. Louis U. Head 


Fr. Holloran Gives 
Athletic Council His 
Ideas at Board Confab 


By Harold Tuthill 


How would you football fans

Fr. Holloran indicated this at a 
recent meeting of the Athletic 
Board, at which he outlined his 
plans for postwar expansion in 
football and basketball, he said in 
an interview with the writer yes- 
terday. 

“I called this little get-together 
because I wanted to get the re- 
action of the board to my feelings 
about the athletic situation,” 
Fr. Holloran said. “ ‘Gentlemen,’ 
I told them, ‘We are in a rut.” 

Fr. Holloran then went on to 
point out that the Billikens could 
continue in a small sphere, playing 
minor teams and being beaten by 
the bigger ones, or step out in a 
bigger circle as an inducement 
to get better players. 

“What I had if mind was inter- 
sectional games so as to give the 
players a trip to the West Coast 
or the East Coast each year. I'm 
Sure we could. schedule 
Clara on the West Coast for a 
home-and-home arrangement and 
Boston College or Holy Cross on 
the alternate year. 


Marquette Seeks Long Contract. 

“Marquette wants a_ six-year 
contract with us, which we will 
be glad to give it. We also would 
like to play Detroit on a home- 
and-home basis, so that would 
give us two trips each year. One 
to the coast and the other to 
either Milwaukee or Detroit. I 
believe the players not only would 
enjoy that type of competition, 
but the fans also would want to 
see those teams pla.” 

Did that mean St. Louis U. con- 
templated dropping out of the 
Missouri Valley Conference, some- 
thing that might have been ex- 
pected after the reluctance of 
Oklahoma A. and M. and Tulsa to 
find room on their 1946 schedules 
for the Billikens? 

“Not at all,” Fr. Holloran re- 
pitied. “With a nine-game sched- 
Ule we can play our Conference 
games. We want to play Rolla 
(Missouri Mines), preferably early 
im the season. We always have 
had the friendliest of relations 
with them and their game is al- 
ways clean and interesting. Then 
we want to play Missouri on a 
home-and-home arranrement and 
Creighton, Drake and Washing- 
ton.” 

Following Fr. Holloran’s line of 
reasoning, the 1946 schedule could 
shape un tike this: Missouri Mines, 
Missouri, Drake, Creighton, Mar- 
quette, Santa Clara, Boston Col- 
lege, Washington University and 
one other. 

If the Billikens are to embark 
on a major league football pro- 
gram, where will the playing ma- 
terial come from? 

“We feel there are enough boys 
in the St. Louis area who want to 
play football who, if given the 
proper inducement, will come here 
instead of going away. By that I 
mean not the paying of money 
just to play football, but the 
North Central Association allows 
us 15 or 20 per cent of our stu- 
dent enrollment for athletic schol- 
arships and we are nowhere near 
that high a percentage.

That reason for the long-time

“They (the Aggies) make every 
effort to retain possession of the 
ball..For example, Iba usually sta- 
tions two big men on each side of 


the basket while three teammates 
run in a criss-cross pattern, try- 
ing to drive their defense oppon- 
ents toward the two big men un- 
der the net. This movement tends 
to force the defensive players into 
one of the pivot men, thus creat- 
ing a legal block and enabling 
the freed player; to cut under the 
basket for a pass and an easy 
lay-up shot. 

“This type of offense guards the 
ball carefully until it can _ be 
passed in close to the basket to 
one of the big men. If the big man 
Can pivot and try a shot himself, 
he will do so and the other pivot 
man will follow-in the shot. If a 
shot or pass is not possible, the 
ball will be tossed out and the 
play will start all over again. The 
purpose of this style is to work 
the ball as close to the basket as 
possible so that margin of error 
on a shot,may be reduced to a 
minimum. Incorporated in this at- 
tack is the one-hand shot from the 
free-throw line, If the ball does

CAN see why many fodlks do 
| not like broccoli. In many in- 

stances, they have never had 
it served attractively. Broccoli is 
one of our most valuable vege- 
tables from the vitamin, mineral 
and roughage standpoint. There- 
fore, every homemaker should 
strive to cook it well. In form 
and color it is a gorgeous vege- 
table and when the _ cooking 
methods preserv2 these two out- 
standing features, it is sure to ap- 
peal. The first step in cooking is 
to examine the stalks of the broc- 
coli to <« if the peeling on the 
stalks is woody. If it is, carefully 
strip it off clear up to the heads. 
If it is tender enough to be easily 
pierced, then it should be left in- 
tact. If the stalk is unusually 
large, split it several times al- 
most up to the heads so that each 
section of the stalk is no larger 
than a large spear of asparagus. 

This treatment enables’ the 
stalks to cook almost as quickly 
as the heads, The best kind of a 
kettle to cook the broccoli in is 


_a tall slender one so that the pre- 


pared broccoli can stand up on 
end. Just enough boiling salted 
wat r should be poured into the 
kettle to come up to the heads. 
Place over the heat, cover tightly 
and boil vigorously about five 
minutes. Now use a fork to test 
the stalks for tenderness. As soon 
as they can be pierced easily but 
are not quite soft and the heads 
are also of about the same ten- 
derness, the vegetable is done. 
Most people will enjoy the broc- 
coli when it still has just a wee 
b’+ of crispness. Now drain off 
all the water, and pour enough 
melted butter or margarine over 
it to coat it with a thin film. Or 
turn the drained steaming broc- 
coli onto 2 hot platter and flow 
a peppy cheese sauce over it. 
Broccoli cooked in this manner 
will be a lovely rich jade green 
and so irresistible in color and 
aroma that most people will be 
happy to try it. The sweet rich 
flavor will convince all but those 
allergic or stubborn that it is a 
delightful vegetable to eat.

If that 
is so for people who have money, 
one can well imaginé what the sit- 
uation is for those who rarely had 
more than their absolute day-by- 
day needs and who now are going 
without essentials and _ barely 
keeping body and soul together.

IF I WERE AT HOME, I would 
have taken an active part, on my 
husband’s birthday, in the culmi- 
nation of the annual March of 
Dimes campaign for funds for the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. I hope very much that 
the research which goes on in the 
United States as a result of this 
foundation is made available to 
every nation, because this dread 
disease is contracted throughout 
the world. 3 

The pooling of every bit: of 
knowledge gained in the fight 
against infantile paralysis is im- 
portant. Other countries may not 
be able to support the kind of 
research we are doing in the Unit- 
ed States, and so this is one more 
way in which our country can 
help others. 

I'VE HAD an opportunity, under 
the auspices of the Women’s Vol- 
unteer Services, to see some of the 
new housing being put-—up in the 
badly blitzed Londen dock area.

The housing program was 
planned in three parts. First, there 
were erected fairly primitive 
dwellings, consisting of two bed- 
rooms,| a living room, and a 
kitche#.with running cold water. 
These furnished immediate shel- 
ter. The next step was prefab- 
ricated houses, which are expected 
to last 10 years and are a little 
more comfortable. 

Final step is well-built two-story 
houses which, In part, are also pre- 
fabricated, The heating units and

plumbing all come ready for con- 
nection. These houses have a bath- 
room, hot and cold running water, 
and ajheat duct going up from the 
first floor to the second. The 
little living room has a tiny fire- 
place, without which, I imagine, 
no British householder would feel 
really at home. There are three 
bedrooms as a rule. 

These houses rent for about one 
pound a week. They are in the 
old slum areas, of course, and it 
is expected that all of them will 
be subsidized to some extent, since 
it is freely acknowledged here that 
it is not possible for private in- 
dustry to provide decent housing 
for low-paid workers without a 
rr: The two-year and ten-year 
temporary houses are owned by 
the city government, so there is 
no danger of their being left 
Standing to form new slums.

‘T was playing in that Florida 
hofbrauw’ when 1 got a chance to 
addition for the managing director 
of the Copacabana in Rio de Ja- 
neiro,” Ethel says as she looks 
back now over the short space of 
time to the sauerbrauten paydays. 
“He bought Eddie Duchin’s band 
and me. I went to Rio on a 12- 
week engagement and stayed a 
year.” 

Ethel, who's still at the bub- 
bling-bride stage over her mar- 
riage recently to Ralph Bellamy, 
screen and stage star, makes her 
ultimate success sound fairly sim- 
ple. But there was a lot of deter- 
mination and hard work that led 
up to it. 

At school, Ethel studied Ger- 
man, Spanish, French and organ 
and piano. After graduation she 
got a job playing the piano in the 
pit for a Shubert show and when 
that show went on tour, spent 28 
weeks on the road. When that job 
ran out, she had a little nest egg 
and headed for California for a 
vacation. One day visiting a movie 
studio with a friend who was in 
the films, she noticed an electric 
organ, the first of its kind put out 
by the Hammond company, Fas- 
cinated because of the finger ac- 
tion and speed it allowed, she pull- 
ed a few strings and was allowed 
to visit the studio daily to practice 
on it. But soon the vacation was 
over and she had to go back to 
work. The. best job she could land 
was accompanist with a touring 
trio and it was this job that took 
her to Florida. 

In Florida she promptly looked 
up the Hammond organ dealer 
and in return for the privilege of 
practicing daily, became a demon- 
strator. Then came her first job 
with the Hammond—playing in 
the hofbrau for schnapps and 
weinerschnitzel. 

“IT felt that I had at last found 
just the thing I wanted to do,” 
Ethel says. “I felt ‘that I had 
found the one instrument that 
couki most accurately reflect the 
feeling and the discretion of a per- 
former.” 

Always a lover of latin-Ameri- 
can music, she was convinced that 
the electric organ was ideally 
suited to her purpose because the 
electric organ could give speed as 
well as depth of tone and shading. 
She decided to devote herself to a 
study of Latin-American rhythms 
on the Hammond. 

Then came the chance for the 
12-week engagement at the Copa- 
cabana in Rio de Janeiro and 
Ethel arrived in that South Ameri- 
can capital simultaneously with 
the delegates to the Pan-Ameri- 
can Conference of Foreign Minis- 
ters.
